This diary, from Feb., 1786, to July, 1814, was 
kept by Fogg, a graduate of Harvard College in 1764, 
who spent some time in North Carolina. He was ap= 
pointed to the pastoral oversight of Pomfret, Conne, 
and entered upon his duties in May, 1772, when the 
number of the families composing his congregation did 
not exceed 25. He was of the group that met at the 
Glebe House in March; 1783, to discuss ways of obtain= 
ing Episcopal consecration for Connecticut.

MEMENTOES OF THE EPISCOPAL ACADEMY OF 
CONNECTICUT 


The large collection of the papers and records 

of the "Cheshire Academy" (1794-1917), now in the 
Archives of the Diocese of Connecticut, awaits exe- 
ploration by competent scholars interested in the 
history of early American education. Until ade= 
quate studies can be undertaken, Dr. William A. 
Beardsley's short article! and Catalogue must be 
our principal guides to the history and usefulness 
of the organization which Bishop Seabury, from the 
beginning of his Episcopate, attempted to found, 

and which, after its establishment, in an important 
sense became the precursor of Washington (now Trine 
ity) College. Since Philip G. Nordell (R. D. 1, 
Ambler, Pa.) will soon, we hope, reveal the school's 
early efforts to raise money by lotteries authorized 
by the Connecticut Legislature, we have selected 
‘this facet of its history and broadsides of its 
academic performances as rare memorabilia to ree 
print herewith. We hope that they may encourage 

the historian to look further into our holdings.
